Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 1/18/2006 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 
6,304,698 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-7, 9-14, 41-53, 55-62, 64-69, 71-85, 88-94, 97-128 are allowed. 
Claims 1-7, 9-14, 41-53, 55-62, 64-69, 71-85, 88-94, 97-128 are allowable over the prior 
art of record for at least the reason that even though the prior art discloses flexible cable inserts 
made from plastic or foil and having a star-type configuration, or flexible textile cable sleeves, . 
the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, regarding claims 1-7, 9, a flexible structure 
enclosing at least one cable and comprising polyester warp yams and nylon fill yards disposed 
within a conduit, regarding claims 10-14, a flexible structure enclosing at least one cable and 
comprising polyester warp yams and nylon fill yards disposed within a conduit, with the claimed 
values for the yam denier, regarding claims 41-53, 55-62, 64-65, a flexible structure enclosing at 
least one cable and comprising a single sheet of textile material, with the claimed properties for 
melting temperature, regarding claims 66-69, 71-80, a flexible insert for cable conduits having 
polyester warp yams and with the claimed properties for elongation and longitudinal tensile 
strength, regarding claims 81-85, 88-89, a method for dividing a conduit into multiple channels 
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comprising the step of providing a flexible innerduct structure comprising polyester warp yams 
an nylon fill yams and positioning a cable within the innerduct stmcture, regarding claims 90-94, 
97-108, a method for dividing a conduit comprising the step of providing a flexible innerduct 
structure made form a single sheet to enclose at least one cable, wherein the innerduct stmcture 
comprises weaved yams, said yearns comprising polyester warp yams and nylon fill yams, 
regarding claims 109-128, a cable receiving assembly comprising a woven innerduct having a 
single strip of fabric material having monofilament polyester warp yearns mnning in the 
longitudinal direction, as set forth by the claimed combination.
